If any one hav- 
ing any reasonablo right to go on board 
went up the gangway, aud was allowed to 
pars the quartermaster after explaining his 
business, he was on board with the authori- 
ty of tho officer of the ship delegated to give 
him authority to be on board, This ap- 
piled to Chinese as well as to Europeans 
What the Captains complained of was 
men like the prisonera scrambling up the 
ship’a sides on all quarters and impeding the 
work when everybody was busy, ard all the 
passongers on deck preparing to disembark, 
and so very often preveuting the vessel get- 
ting to ber buoy. 

The Magistrate said, there was snother 
clause dealing with boats obstructing tle 
fair-way ; that was away from the caso. 

The Inspector said these men went on 
doard without permiasion before the vessel 
had been moored; what he had said quite 
applied. 

The Magistrate did not mean to say that 
the Captain or any other officer would do 
anything of the kind, but the law quite al 
lowed him todo so, The terms of the or- 
dinance were extremely wide and aweeping. 
There was no savivg clause, no discretion 
in it. 

The Inspector ssid there was no danger 
of any Uaptain or any Pulice Lnapootor per- 
verting the law in such a way.

THE OPIUM TRADE. 
(Bombay Gazette.) 

Ths action of our Government in tho 
tmatter wus in this debate aver and over 
spokon of as involving the “ forcing onan, 
unwilling people of a deleterious drug,” 
Such a phrase rests on the whole confusion 
between a people and its governors and 
involves an entira misconception of the 
problem, It was not because tho Chi- 
nese people were unwilling to bay Indian 
opium that we went to war with China, 
That step was taken only after the 
Chinese Gi varnment had completely 
broken down in its attempt to stop a 
traflic they disapproved of—for reasons 
with which we can sympathiso—by the 
old policy of absolut? prohibition and 
prevention of smuggling, It is: not 
because the Chincse are now unwilling 
to buy Todian opium that the Indian 
Government lvys such a jealona hand on 
the trade, The question, then, is—or 
rather would be, if the finances of India 
-had eight millions to spare, instead of 
being precisely that amount to the bad 
—the question we say is not whothor 
Great Britain should continue to force 
on an unwilling people a deleterious 
drag; but whether the traffic is so 
immoral in itself that it is the duty of 
the British Government to assist that of 
China in the total prohibition of its use, 
But this would, indeed, bo to take the 
mote out of India’s eye, while leaving 
the beam in our own; and that be it 
remembered not at our own expense, 
but at that of the poople of India, 
When England foregoes the £26,000,000 
she makes annually out of intoxicating 
liquor, it will be time enougk surely to 
invite the Indian Government to keep 
its hands off opium.

4.—No order must excoad £10, or $50, 
or include any fraction of a penny, nor will 
more than two such orders be issued to the 
same person, in favour of the same payee, 
by tho same mail. Orders will be drawn 
at the current rato of the dayt and paid at 
the rate of the day when the advice arrived.
